The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the 
applicants' Remarks filed on 09/12/2006, the applicants have persuasively argued that 
the Huang reference (Huang et al. Advanced Materials Vol. 13, pg. 1 13 (2001)) uses 
pure argon as the purge gas whereas the applicants' invention uses a mixture of argon 
gas and oxygen. A review of this Huang et al. article revealed that the Huang et al. 
process uses argon with no mention of oxygen being mixed with it (please see pg. 113, 
col. 2, 2 nd full paragraph and the Experimental section set forth on pg. 116 in this Huang 
et al. article) whereas the applicants' independent claim 1 calls for using a mixture of 
oxygen gas and argon gas.
